A U. S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture survev of livestock num¬ 
bers on farms of the United 
Staves shows that cattle are at an 
all-time hirfh—«4.677,000 head. 
Cattle numbers have increased 
for five consecutive years. 

Boot cows increased 6 percent 
last vear. Steers one year old and 
older increased 11 percent Milk 
cows and heifers two years old 
and older on farms Jan. 1 were 3 
percent more than a year earlier. 

Hog numbers have dropped to 
the lowest since 1939—down 11 
percent in a year. Sheep have 
declined 3 percent. 

The net effect is a decrease of 
L percent in livestock and poultry 
farms and ranches.

The rabies por¬ 
tion of the House Bill 139 was 
not modified, changed or gutted 
fat all except that ar appropri¬ 
ation section for the state depart¬ 
ment of health was stricken from 
I the bill. 

i Newspaper accounts have er¬ 
roneously stated that the fee to 
be charged by veterinariars is 
$1.50 per dog or animal vaccin¬ 
ated. This bill does not set the 
price mat a veterinarian must 
charge for his services. He may 
charge as little or as much as he 
feels his services are worth. The 
$1.50 maximum applies only 
when the state department of 
health contracts with a veterin¬ 
arian or other qualified persons 
to vaccinate dogs at scheduled 
mass immunization clinics. 

The citizenry of this state 
should be reminded tnat they 
must have their dogs vaccinated 
against rabies on or before July 
1 of this year and that a vaccin- 
tion tag must be attached to the 
dog's collar or harness. The pen¬ 
alty for not having ene’s dog 
vaccinated ranges from $10.00 to 
$100.00 and each day of violation 
constitutes a separate offense.

Nurses Needed 
At TB Hospitals 

FRANKFORT, Ky., May 10— 
A shortage of registered nurses in 
Kentucky’s tuberculosis hospitals 
may cause a curtailment of medi¬ 
cal services if not relieved soon, 
Joe D. Miller, executive director 
of the State Tuberculosis Hospital 
Commission, said here today. 

The nurses are needed for gen¬ 
eral duty in the hospitals and for 
operating room work at Hazel¬ 
wood Hospital, near Louisville. 
Nurses must be registered in

Starting salaries are $240 a 
month and go to $320. Full main¬ 
tenance is available at the hos¬ 
pital and the personnel is on a 
40-hour work week.

LOOKING BETTER Meetings 
in late March and April took me 
to mest parts of Kentucky. It 
was most pleasing to see the tre¬ 
mendous improvements in the 
looks of the country that has 
taken place in the past few 
years. As I drove to Somerset 
through Taylor, Adair and Rus¬ 
sell counties and back west 
through Wayne, Clinton, Cum¬ 
berland and Monroe I was im¬ 
pressed by the large number of 
green fields which were non- 
axi-*ant in those coimties »t this 
season a few years ago. From 
the beautiful Alpine Motel over¬ 
looking the Cumberland Valley 
at Burkesville one could see 
thousands of acres of green pas¬ 
tures. with plenty of cattle, where 
formerly bare fields, broom sedge 
and gullies predominated the 
landscape. The same could be 
seen in the Pennyrile, the Pur¬ 
chase and in the mountains. 

Of course, what pleased me 
most was to see the important 
place that Ky 31 Fescue has taken 
in improving the looks and pro¬ 
ductivity of the state. It is mak¬ 


ing a grass state out of the whole 
of Kentucky which used to be a 
state with a little bluegrau and 
orchard grass in spots. Fescue’s 
quick recovery from the drouth, 
its ability to take abuse, its prod¬ 
uctivity throughout the year and 
its low cost of seeding makes it 
even more popular than in pre¬ 
drouth period. 

MORE ALFALFA NEEDED. 
Another crop that has attracted 
favorable attention this spring is 
ALFALFA. It has survived the 

few days will be ready to pro¬ 
vide the season's first cutting of 
hay. Those are two of alfalfa's 
several advantages—its drouth re¬ 
sistance and its abiliyt to produce 
three or four crops of hay during 
the season. If one or two cut¬ 
tings are lost by rain or drv 
weather at least one or two will 
be saved. The next alfalfa seed¬ 
ing time will be August. Between 
now and then the soil should be 
tested and if lime is needed it 
should be applied at once. Alfalfa 
requires liberal quantities of 
phosphate and potash. It's most 


difficult requirement is a well 
drained subsoil—if the soil is not 
well drained there is no use to 
sow it. 

LAST CALL—After May there 
Is little that can be done to in¬ 
crease 1954 feed supplies. Foi 
late planting we still have sudan 
grass, soybeans, sorghum and 
corn, all of which are good for 
roughage. Be careful about soy¬ 
beans this year. The germination 
is very poor which makes the 
cost high and the risk great. Su¬ 
dan grass is tops for dry weather 
pasture and a mixture of corn 
and atlas sorghum is hard to 
beat for silage.

SUGGESTS CAUTION 
IN SETTING KY. 35 

NEAR CORN, SPUDS

The following comments on 
growing Ky 35 burley tobacco 
near corn or potatoes are made 
by John W. Irvine, field agent for 
the University of Kentucky Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture and Home 
Economics: 

“Ky 35 will be injured under 
certain conditions if a heavy con¬ 
centration of corn pollen is al¬ 
lowed to blow on the tobacco, 
to the extent that usually no In¬ 
jury will occur. 

•Some fields set adjacent to 
corn, especially when the com 
was on the windward side of the 
tobacco, suffered from the burn¬ 
ing effect of heavy jxilleo concen¬ 
tration on the crop. 

potatoes may affect Ky 35 to the 
extent that it is observable, both 
in the field as leaf spots and in 
the cured tobacco. Ky 35 grown 
near potatoes, especially If peach 
aphids invade the two crops, may 
have a high percentage affected 
by the veinbanding virus No 
recommendation as to distance 
between potatoes and Ky 35 to¬ 
bacco can be made, as aphids 
drift long distances in the wind.” 

Ky 35 burley tobacco is being 
grown in large areas in an effort 
to reduce the nicotine content of 
Kentucky tobacco.
